Jul^,  1^0, 
respe  ct ively . 

I am  further  instructed  not  to  publish  complete  tables  of 
•local  populations  nor  to  moke  any  mention  of  activities  in 
connection  with  War  time  industrial,  military  or  other  dovelopeme nt s 
such  as  extensions  to  water  supply,  scvverage  works  or  other  public 
utility  undertakings. 

The  health  of  the  neighbourhood  continued  to  be  good  during 
the  whole  of  1941,  There  ’vae  a marked  reduction  in  the  number  of 
cases  of  measles,  diphtheria  and  scarlet  fever.  The  birth  rate’ 
is  15.69  as  compared  with  14.76  the  previous  year,  the  dea.th  rate 
on  the  other  hand,  is  12,81  as  compared  with  14.61  the  previous 
year.
